Seventeen million civilians entered our Armed Forces after D-Day, and had to be 
replaced in industry with more automatic machines or female workers. 

To show you that war has not been profitable to American manufacturers who 
convert their peacetime facilities to war work and then, largely at their own expense, 
at the end of the war, reconvert to peacetime activities, I give you actual figures on one

typical of many others. 


In 1939, the company earned more than 


10% net on a volume of $23% million. In 1945, the volume, which was almost entirely 
military, had increased over 700%, but the net profit was less than 3%. In the reconver- 


sion year following the war, sales dropped 
over 70%, and profits were 5% net. 
Two years later, in 1948, the volume in- 
creased almost 100%, and net profits were 
over 7%. That record demonstrates that 
American industry does not thrive in war 
as it does in peace. 

Although that company had a profit- 
sharing arrangement with executives, 
legally approved by a majority vote of the 
stockholders long before the war, the gov- 
ernment ordered the elimination of profit- 
sharing for the duration of the war, so 
that both the company and its executives 
received lower income subject to higher 
taxes in spite of the heavily increased 
load of work and worry imposed by war— 
not forgetting the keenest worry over 
brothers or sons engaged on the fighting 
fronts. 

It is impossible to compute the total 
costs incurred by our government in 
World War II or in the Korean incident, 
because the costs keep mounting—with 
our State and Federal governments still 
vying with each other to appropriate ad- 
ditional funds for military service bo- 
nuses, pensions, and subsidies to veterans 
for education, housing, and business gifts 
and loans. We know that the cost of war 
is too great to bear willingly, unless our 
freedom is endangered or there is no other 
honorable way to meet foreign aggression. 

If the people of other nations cannot 
understand our government’s postwar 
policies in the foreign fields, we can only 
sympathize with them, because we and 
our political leaders of both parties agree 
that they are conflicting, confusing, and 
constantly subject to sudden change. This 
is primarily due to the fact that our gov- 


ernment—like so many governments in 
Western Europe since 1945—has had sev- 
eral changes in political party control, 
and the balance of political power has 
been so uncertain that no one can be 
sure which party will win the next elec- 
tion. Even if we know which party will 
win, there is always the question of 
whether the Right or Left Wing of that 
party will dominate Congress. Political 
leaders here and abroad are alike in their 
unscrupulous appeals to class prejudice 
to sway voters. British labor leaders are 
demanding wage increases because the 
stock market has had a great rise—Amer- 
ican rabble-rousers are using a similar 
rise in our stock market to demand great- 
er subsidies for agriculture, where sub- 
sidized overproduction has glutted our 
markets and depressed the world market 
with the threat of dumping; but whoever 
heard of these political opportunists rec- 
ommending lower wages or lower sub- 
sidies when the stock markets are falling 
precipitately? 

In 1934, in the depths of the depres- 
sion, our overwhelming Democratic Con- 
gress passed the “Buy American” Act, 
which made it illegal to purchase govern- 
ment requirements abroad unless the for- 
eign price was 25% lower than the do- 
mestic price—and that drastic reversal 
of Democratic low-tariff policy was passed 
in the hope of reducing domestic unem- 
ployment. In 1952, the Republican Ad- 
ministration came into power, and for the 
first time in our history, a Republican 
Administration advocated lower tariffs. 
When our government buys a manufac- 
tured product from a domestic producer, 
at least 25% of the price paid is returned 
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directly or indirectly to local, state, or 
Federal tax collectors. 

There is no doubt that many people 
at home and abroad believe that we can 
help Western European recovery by open- 
ing our home market to European pro- 
ducers; and, although our English friends 
originated the slogan, “Trade, Not Aid,” 
our government adopted it and acted ac- 
cordingly—but not without serious oppo- 
sition from employers and employees who 
feared the effects on profits and employ- 
ment. 

In this connection, we are indebted to 
the publication, Financial Times of Lon-

don, for its editorial of August 31, 1955, 
under the heading, U’. S. Trade Policy. It 
Says: 

“It is easy to lay down a general prin- 
ciple about the trading policy of the 
United States. As the chief creditor coun- 
try of the world the United States ought 
to pursue low tariff or even free trade 
policies. The reason for this is simple. 
American prosperity depends on the total 
level of world trade. Access to the Amer- 
ican market for foreign producers is one 
way, and the best way, of exporting the 
dollars with which American goods can 
be bought. This policy should be used 
to obtain some reciprocal benefits, but it 
should not be made dependent on 100% 
reciprocity. Weaker nations have always 


protected their home industries with 
tariffs, and the United States would not 
benefit from establishing an absolutely 


free trade world because in such a world 
the earning power of other nations would 
probably fail to rise proportionately with 
her own.” 

May I note here that the United States 
became the chief creditor country of the 
world, not through prewar peacetime ex- 
ports, but through its loans of materiel 
and money during the war when its allies 
could not meet their own war supply re- 
quirements, and by post-war loans to both 
allies and former enemy countries, plus 
some neutral countries. 

Later it says with a faint trace of sar- 
casm: 

“It is difficult to avoid the conclusion 
that the United States wants trade lib- 
eralisation without tears. It is certain 
that most American opinion regards it as 
a bargaining process. Yet this view is 
unrealistic. In the last 18 months Britain 
has removed a large number of import 
restrictions on dollar goods. The United 
States has gained access to a large part 
of the British market to which it was 
previously denied. This was not done as 
a piece of economic horse-trading, but be- 
cause it was thought that this sort of 
liberalisation was the right policy to pur- 
sue. In its negotiations the United States 
should remember that the sacrifices for 
trade liberalisation have been made so 
far by the weak rather than by the 
strong. That process should be reversed.” 

With much of the foregoing, we may 
disagree, but in its final paragraph, this 
editorial describes the present situation 
without prejudice and presents the kind 
of reasoning which will assure better 
trade relations and, consequently, higher 
hopes of better international understand- 
ings if more widely applied.

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ORT of Baltimore: Shipping activity at 
the Port of Baltimore established a new 
record in the calendar year 1955, according 


to the Export and Import Bureau of the 
Baltimore Association of Commerce. A total 
of 5,369 deep-draft vessels entered Balti- 
more Harbor during the year, a gain of 540 


deep-sea vessels over the year 1954. New 
ship arrival records have been set in Balti- 
more each year for the past six years. The 


increase has been 30% over the 6-year pe- 
riod. In analyzing this performance, Stacey

DOCKET 767—PACIFIC COAST EUROPEAN CONFERENCE 

The Federal Maritime Board has ruled on our interim motion in this docket, and on 
December 20, 1955, issued an order declaring that it is a violation of Section 15 of the 
Shipping Act of 1916 for the Pacific Coast European Conference or its members to strike 
from, or fail to restore, to the list of approved brokers those brokers who have shipped 
via non-conference lines. This will be good news to those forwarders who had previously 
been stricken from the list 

Later, however, the Conference filed a petition with the Board, claiming that the 
Board has no right to issue a declaration as to the lawfulness of the amended Rule 21, and 
that the Board's holding is based upon critical errors of law and fact. We do not believe 
that this petition will be granted, and have, of course, filed our answer to it 


CUSTOMS POWERS OF ATTORNEY 
The Bureau of Customs has issued its revised regulations governing Customs power 
of attorney, and eliminating for domestic corporations the requirement of supporting 
documents. The ruling (T.D. 53985) was published in the Federal Register of December 28 
1955, and will take effect on February 28, 1956 
Thus we come to the end of a fight which we have made for a number of years, and 
brokers at last will have a simple way of avoiding the necessity of making entries in their 


own names.

It says: 

“ . . The difficulcies of the American 
position should not be forgotten. The first 
is that the United States is, in terms of 
labour, a high-cost economy. Most of the 
labour-intensive industries, such as ship- 
building, are not competitive. At the same 
time the American Constitution is de- 
signed for the protection of minority in- 
terests. The lobby system of minority 
pressures is not an unfortunate by-prod- 
uct of the Constitution: it is what the 
Constitution was meant to secure: it is 
what the 18th Century American Whig 
meant by liberty. The principle of tariff 
reduction is the principle of putting pub- 
lic advantage before private interest. The 
whole principle of the American system 
of Government is to protect the private 
individual from the assertion of the power 
of the State. It is for this reason that 
the doctrine of liberty is not compatible 
with the doctrine of liberalisation.” 

As an American citizen, I would not 
ask for a fairer exposition of the high 
principle on which the American Con- 
stitution was framed. The writers of that

Constitution had experience with every 
form of government—good and bad—and 
they recognized that the protection of 
minorities is the most essential ingredient 
in a truly liberal, honest and just form 
of government. Although Thomas Jeffer- 
son is regarded as the patron saint of our 
American Democratic Party, he abhorred 
the word “democracy,” saying that de- 
mocracy and mob rule are synonymous 
terms. 

Before the First World War, the people 
of this country were overwhelmingly iso- 
lationist. In 1916, the reelection of Presi- 
dent Wilson was probably won by the 
Democratic slogan: “He kept us out of 
war.” Only a few months after he was 
reelected, we entered the war because of 
submarine attacks on our unarmed ships, 
and we became imbued with the idea that 
that First World War was the final war 
to end all wars. When the victory was 
won, our President insisted on the pro- 


tection of minorities, represented by small 
or weak nations who were to be permitted 
to choose their own form of government. 
Our high hopes for permanent peace were 
blasted by the entangling terms of the 
fantastic peace treaties, and the final fail- 
ure is ascribed to secret covenants secretly

Today, I firmly believe that the only 
nation in the world which has the power 
to start another world war and has the 
dictatorial leadership willing to risk it, 
regardless of the desires of its people for 
peace, is Red Russia. The only way the 
power of Red Russia can overwhelm the 
combined power of the nations which 
want peace is causing dissension among 
such nations. The combined power of the 
nations which oppose Russia’s ambitions 
is so great that we have nothing to 
fear from Russia unless we permit our 
strength to be divided, or stand by, as one 
peace-loving nation after another is forced 
to bow to Russian aggression. The NATO 
slogan should be: “United we stand, di- 
vided we fall.” 

In the past, the United States has had 
a high degree of self-sufficiency, but many 
of our great naturai resources have been 
so reduced by the demands of war that 
we shall have to send more and more 
dollars abroad to buy raw materials— 
some of which, such as tin and rubber, 
were never available in this country. We 
have today just two outstanding advan- 
tages over other industrial nations: we 
have low-cost mass production — which 
cannot be sustained without the other ad- 
vantage of mass-buying power. Inasmuch 
as there are 60 million automobiles for 
our 160 million citizens, it is evident that 
mass-buying power is not confined to a 
small part of our population. Neither 
mass-production nor mass-buying power 
could have reached its present level if our 
Constitution had permitted any state in 
this Union to set up trade barriers 
against any other state similar to those 
which bar trade between neighboring 
countries in Western Europe, including 
Great Britain. None of our states has a 
population as large as England, France, 
or West Germany, though we have cities 
which, including their suburbs, have a 
larger population than Austria, Holland, 
Norway, or Switzerland. How could Gen- 
eral Motors, or Ford, or Chrysler in the 
motorcar industry, have reached their 
present high efficiency and low-cost pro- 
duction if every other state had erected 
either a high tariff or a low-quota barrier 
against the automotive parts or assembled 
vehicles produced in the State of Michi- 





gan? One West European motor car pro- 
ducer sells a small car for $1,400 to its 
own citizens, and sells the same car for 
$1,100 in another West European coun- 
try several hundred miles from its own 
factory—which is just another illustra- 
tion of the inequities existing in interna- 
tional trade which are unlawful between 
our states.

NEW FORMS FOR ULTIMATE CONSIGNEE STATEMENTS 

Two new ultimate consignee statement forms now are available for U. S. exporters to 
send to their foreign importers to use in explaining the end-use and distribution of U. S. 
goods to be shipped to them. Use of the new forms is optional for the present, but will 
become mandatory on April 2, 1956, when new ultimate consignee statements will be 
required.

They are available at all Department of Commerce Field 
Offices, and from BFC in Washington. Foreign importers may obtain them from their U. S

BRITISH TOKEN IMPORT PLAN EXTENDED 


The British Token Import Plan has been extended through 1956 on the same basis as 
for 1955 

The Plan, established with the United States in 1946, enables eligible U. S. manufac 
turers or other eligible U. S. firms to export to the United Kingdom token shipments of 
specified commodities whose importation from dollar sources is generally prohibited by 
the British Government. 

As in 1955, eligible particivants will be permitted to make shipments under the Plan 
during 1956 in an amount not exceeding 30 percent of the individual certified firm's average 
annual exports of specified commodities to the United Kingdom during the base years 1936 
1937, and 1938.

LOS ANGELES FOREIGN-TRADE ZONE ABOLISHED 


Pursuant to authority contained in the Foreign-Trade Zones Act of June 18, 1934, as 
amended (48 Stat. 998-1003; 19 U. S. C. 8l-a-8l-u), the Foreign-Trade Zones Board has 
adopted the following order which is promulgated for the information and guidance of all 
concerned 

The Board of Harbor Commissioners, City of Los Angeles, under date of September 14, 
1955, petitioned the Foreign-Trade Zones Board to revoke said grant and authorize the 
closing of the zone on the grounds that sufficient business has not been developed to 
justify continued operation 

The Foreign-Trade Zones Board, after full consideration and a finding that the revoca- 
tion of the grant and the closing of the zone is in the public interest, hereby revokes said 
grant and rescinds Order No. 18 under which this grant was promulgated 

The Grantee shall arrange with the Collector of Customs at Los Angeles for the 
posal, according to law, of all merchandise remaining in Foreign-Trade Zone No. 4. The 
Grantees shall also take appropriate action for closing accounts for Customs service 

This order will become effective Feb. 15, 1956 


NSA, PORT DEVELOPMENT CHANGES 


The Maritime Administration has announced that the National Shipping Authority 
being continued, with execution of its authorities and issuance of National Shipping 
Authority orders emanating from the Office of the Maritime Administrator The NSA is 
responsible, at the present time for the operation under industry General Agents of 
government-owned ships required for Defense Department purposes, when privately owned 
ships are unavailable. 

Paul A. Sullivan, formerly Acting Director, Office of National Shipping Authority, was 
named Chief of a new Office of Ship Operations, and Martin I. Goodman will continue as 
his deputy. Port development activities were transferred to the new office from the Office 
of Preperty and Supply and designated as Division of Port Development with Howard J. 
Marsden as Chief. 


PRIVATE PRINTING OF SHIPPER’S EXPORT DECLARATIONS 

Instruction VII (b) on the reverse side of the Shipper’s Export Declaration provides 
that declarations “may be printed by private parties provided they conform to the official 
form in size, wording, color, and quality (weight) of paper stock, and arrangement.” For 
purposes of this requirement Circular Letter No. FT-67, dated November 17, 1948, empha- 
sized that “the quality (weight) of paper stock used for printing of the Shipper'’s Export 
Declaration by private parties must be net less than 16 pound or more than 20 pound 
commercial substance paper.” 

However we have noted that some privately printed declarations are being received 
each month that do not meet the standard with respect to weight of paper stock. These 
declarations require special handling and therefore entail additional time and expense in 
processing 

It is therefore requested that exporters discontinue the use of Shipper'’s Export Decla 
rations printed on other than the officially approved quality of paper and that all printers 
who may receive requests to print supplies of this form on paper lighter than the officially 
prescribed stock warn their customers that only the approved weight is acceptable by 
Collectors. Since Collectors of Customs may refuse to accept declarations for approval and 
authentication if they do not meet official requirements, continued use by exporters of 
improperly printed Shipper’s Export Declarations may result in delay in shipments or 
other inconvenience. Collectors of Customs are requested to cooperate in obtaining com- 
plete compliance with this requirement as soon as possible, but may make reasonable 
allowances to avoid any undue hardship which might result from immediate strict enforce 
ment.

t. S. MOTION PICTURE INDUSTRY GAINS IN WORLD MARKETS 

The U. S. motion picture industry more than held its world markets in 1955 despite 
foreign distribution obstacles. l| S. films were never more popular with foreign audiences 
Dollar remittances from abroad in 1955 are expected to exceed the record $200 million ot 
1954, and barring unforeseen barriers, probably will continue at a high level in 1956, 
according to an article appearing in the January 16 issue of Foreign Commerce Weekly, 
official publication of the Department's Bureau of Foreign Commerce. 

Film agreements with the United Kingdom and France were renewed for another year 


in 1955; a new 3-year agreement was concluded with the Italian Government; and an agree- 
ment reached with the German Republic at the end of the year indicates that U. S. film 
distribution in that important market will be free from restrictions for the next 2 years. 
Remittances from such major markets as Canada, Germany, Brazil, Italy, and Australia 


were relatively unhampered during the year.

Very few American businessmen, and 
probably not more than 1% of our gov- 
ernment officials, understand the legalized 
cartel systems which operate in many 
European industries. There is no ques- 
tion that they offer special protection to 
employers and employees in cartelized in- 
dustries, but it is often at the expense of 
other individual and group interests in 
the same countries. Such a system is il- 
legal in our country, and, although there 
is evidence that it has been secretly prac- 
ticed in certain industries in this country, 
it cannot be even reasonably successful 
if any member cannot be punished for 
violation of the cartel’s standards of 
prices and terms. As our British friends 
say, cartelization converts competitors 
into pleasant cooperative associates; but, 
in our country, there is a prevailing be- 
lief that competition is the life of trade, 
though it may kill off the inferior trader. 

There is no doubt that the present ter- 
rific competition among our three lead- 
ing American manufacturers of motor- 
cars is bruising smaller competitors, but 
the buying public is benefited by most 
attractive bargain prices. As a result of 
this keen competition, each motorcar 
manufacturer must struggle to raise his 
efficiency and reduce his labor and ma- 
terial costs. Out of this conflict has come 
a new word, “automation,” which sym- 
bolizes the process of mechanization and 
motorization, which gives the worker the 


power to produce more, plus the new elec- 
tronic controls, which automatically elim- 
inate some human errors. The charge 
that automation will create unemployment 
is offset by the fact that 50% of the 
American workers today are producing 
goods and services which were unavail- 
able or unattainable just half a century 
ago. It is most unlikely that such prog- 
ress would have been possible if it had 
not been spurred by intensive competi- 
tion, which, in its spirit, is the very an- 
tithesis of socialism and nationalization of 
industry. Scientific advances in agricul- 
ture and industry have been greater in 
the last half-century than in the preced- 
ing 20 centuries, in spite of two disastrous 
global wars which destroyed a consider- 
able part of the inherited man-made goods 
accumulated by generations of our fore- 
fathers. 

If we, who are engaged in the produc- 
tion of goods and services, are permitted 
to pursue our peacetime progress and 
can persuade our political leaders to ac- 
cept the fact that the whole world has 
more to gain from the universal practice 
of private enterprise than from any par- 
tisan struggle for political power, we may 
look for a new era of permanent peace 
and spreading prosperity; it is even pos- 
sible that we shall eventually see the ful- 
fillment of the Biblical prophecy that “the 
meek shall inherit the earth.”

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—CHECKS RECEIVABLE FOR DUTIES 


Section 24.1 (b) now ontains a provision that an uncertified check which can be 
cashed without expense to the Government shall be accepted by the collector of customs 
in payment of duties and other charges if drawn and tendered by a business or other 
organization, or by an individual, “‘who has on file with the collector of customs a customs 
entry bond or other bond to secure the payment of such duties or other charges.” It is 
not intended that this provision be interpreted as requiring that the drawer of the check 
and the principal on the bond shall necessarily be the same person or organization, and it is 
deemed desirable to clarify the regulation on this point. 

The provision of the regulation for accepting uncertified checks in the absence of 
bonds is believed to be unduly restrictive in that it provides for the use of “all available 
credit data which can be obtained without cost to the Government.”

As a result, a large number of customs transactions are made 
in the name of a nominal consignee, rather than in the name of the actual consignee In 
order to relieve restrictions on the use of powers of attorney to the extent that the 
revenue will not thereby be endangerec, section 8.1% of the Customs Regulations is 
amended as follows

Paragraph 8.19 (a) is amended to read as follows: 

(a) A power of attorney may be executed for the transaction of a specified part 
or for all the customs business of the principal, except that a separate power of 
attorney on customs Form 5295 or 5295-A shall be required for filing protests. 
Customs Form 55291 may be used by individuals and customs Form 5293 by corpora- 
tions for giving powers of attorney to transact customs business. If a customs power 
of attorney is not on a prescribed customs form, it shall be either a general power 
of attorney with unlimited authority ™ or a limited power of attorney as explicit in 
its terms as is the prescribed customs form and executed in the same manner as the 
prescribed form.

A customs power of attorney 
executed in favor of a licensed corporate customhouse broker may specify that the 
power of attorney is granted to the corporation to act through any of its licensed 
cfficers or anv emplovees specifically authorized to act for such cornoration by power 
of attorney filed bv the corporation with the collector of customs. [T.D. 53985.]

(4) Merchandise covered by a single combined entry and manifest may be for- 
warded to destination on one aircraft or on more than one aircraft, and a separate 
manifest for each aircraft shall not be required if the entire shipment is forwarded 
within a single 24-hour period. When a portion of a shipment is forwarded on an 
aircraft departing more than 24 hours after the first portion of the shipment was 
forwarded, the original combined entry and manifest copy or copies accompanying 
the first portion of the shipment shall be endorsed to indicate that the remainder of 
the shipment will follow by separate aircraft, and a single manifest shall be prepared 
for each portion of the shipment which follows by separate aircraft and used as a 
notice of arrival at the port of destination.

This copy may be endorsed as provided for by section 8.6 (e) 
of these regulations and used as a carrier’s certificate. [T.D. 53991.] 

6.16 Certificate of lading for exportation.—The certificate of lading for exporta- 
tion on customs Form 7512 or customs Form 7520 shall be executed at the place where 
the aircraft clearance covering such merchandise is obtained. In any case where the 
aircraft ciearance is obtained at a place other than the place of last take-off from 
United States customs territory, as provided for by section 6.5 (c) of these regulations, 
the aircraft commander or an authorized person shall at each place of subsequent

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—CHANGE OF NAME OF VESSEL 

Section 3.51 (i) of the Customs Regulations requires an accurate index of each change 
of name of a documented vessel to be maintained at the vessel’s home port. Since the 
index of marine documents (customs Form 1241) and the title records at the home port, 
the annual publication “Merchant Vessels of the United States,” and the monthly supple- 
ments to that publication afford sufficient information on name changes, the requirement 
for a special index is being eliminated 

In addition, to afford a greater measure of protection to vessel creditors, as contem- 
plated by the change of name statute, it is desirable to limit to 6 months the period during 
which an order for change of name may be effective. 

Page 1153 

For these reasons, section 3.51 (i) of the Customs Regulations is amended to read as 
follows: 

(i) The order for change of name shall be effective only if the vessel is docu- 
mented in the new name within a period of 6 months from the date of the order.

Note.—In general Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 or 100 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within 
a period of three years. Drawback is also allowable upon the exportation of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United States with the use of merchandise 
meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations 
manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol on which internal 
revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or produced with the use 
of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohoi and articles on which processing or

BEVELED GLASS ARTICLES 

In the case of Friedman Mirror & Glass Co., Inc., v. United States, published as C. D. 
1710 (90 Treas. Dec. (No. 26) 11), the United States Customs Court held that certain beveled 
glass articles were classifiable as glass articles primarily designed for ornamental pur- 
poses, chiefly decorated by engraving, under paragraph 218 (f), Tariff Act of 1930, as 
modified, rather than as other glass articles, colored, etched, silvered, stained, or decorated 
or ornamented in any manner, not engraved, under paragraph 218 (f), as modified, as 
classified by the collector. 

As the Custom Section, Civil Division, Department of Justice, believes that evidence 
can now be obtained to support the Government's position that beveling is not engraving, 
it is proposed to retry the issue involved 

Therefore, in applying the principles of C. D. 1710, pending a new ruling by the court, 
beveling shall not be considered engraving for the purpose of determining whether a glass 
article is chiefly decorated by engraving. [T.D. 53979.]

NOTICE OF PROSPECTIVE CLASSIFICATION 

MIRROR CASES CONTAINING MIRROR AND COMB—The Bureau of Customs pub- 
lished a notice in the FEDERAL REGISTER dated November 23, 1955 (20 F. R. 8642), that 
the tariff classification of pocket mirror cases containing a mirror and comb was under 
review. The Bureau, by its letter to the collector of customs, New York, New York, dated 
January 6, 1956, ruled that the two components of this merchandise are separate and 
distinct articles for tariff purposes, separately classifiable and dutiable, the combs (non- 
metallic) under paragraph 1537 (c), Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, at rates ranging from 
% cent each and 12% percent ad valorem to 3 cents each and 20 percent ad valorem depen- 
dent upon material of which composed, value, and country of origin, and the mirrors, not 
over 144 square inches in size, with cases under paragraph 230 (b), as modified, at the rate 
of 35 or 50 percent ad valorem, dependent upon country of origin. Previously it was the 
practice to consider this merchandise as a single tariff entity classifiable under paragraph 
230 (b), as modified, dutiable at the rate of 35 or 50 percent ad valorem, dependent upon 
country of origin. 

As this ruling will result in the assessment of duty at a higher rate than has been 
heretofore assessed under an established and uniform practice, it will be applied only to 
such or similar merchandise entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption after 
90 days after the date of publication of an abstract of this decision in a forthcoming issue 
of the weekly Treasury Decisions. 


WEIGHING DUTIABLE BAW SUGAR 


The procedure set forth in C/L 2656 for the scientific spot weighing of drafts of duti- 
able raw sugar in bags was written for imported sugar paying the duty rate applicable to 
other than Philippine sugar. 

In view of the Philippine Trade Agreement, T.D. 53965, the duty on imported Philippine 
raw sugar for the period January 1, 1956, to December 31, 1958, will be only 6 per cent of 
the ordinary customs duty rate for Cuban sugar. It increases gradually in subsequent years 
as shown in T.D. 53965. 

Because of the small amount of duty involved, collectors of customs need not weigh 
imported raw sugar from the Philippines by the procedure set forth in C/L 2656; instead 
the provisions of Section 27.23(a) and (b) of the Customs Manual should be observed. 
[C/L 2656, Supplement No. 3.] 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT ORDER NO. 165. REVISED—AMENDMENT 1 


By virtue of the authority vested in me by Reorganization Plan No. 26 of 1950 (3 CFR, 
1950 Supp. Ch. III), it is hereby ordered that subparagraph (h) of paragraph 1 of Treasury 
Department Order No. 165, Revised, issued on November 2, 1954 (T.D 53654; 19 F. R. 7241), 
is amended by substituting a comma for the period at the end thereof and adding— 
except that such approval shall not be required with respect to any forfeiture incurred under 
section 2%, Merchant Marine Act, 1920, as amended (46 U. 8S. C. 888), if it is determined by 
the Commissioner of Customs or a subordinate in the Bureau of Customs designated by the 
said Commissioner that the violation occurred as a direct result of an arrival of the trans- 
porting vessel in distress (T.D. 53966.)
